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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Most of the issues presented in paper 
06/07/2007 have been addressed by:the Examiner. Applicant is advised to review the prosecution history of the case. The only new issue 
presents in this paper is that applicant argues "Bai using metal silicide layer 208 on conductive non-gate layer 206. (not used as the gate, 
structure), whereas layer 204 is the gate conductive structure..." The Examiner disagrees. Layer 208 is an amorphous silicon (not a 
metal silicide) that is formed immediately after the formation of the underlying conductive layer 206, thus precluding the formation of any 
intervening material. The amorphous silicon layer 208 will be converted to metal silicide layer 220 (Fig. 2C) in subsequent step. It is this 
amorphous silicon layer 208 read on the claimed step of "without inclusion of any interceding steps immediately forming an amorphous 
silicon layer, wherein said amorphous silicon layer is formed of a single material, directly on said conductive layer". The issue here Is 
whether or not the Examiner's intepretation that the conductive layer 206 reads on the claimed conductive gate structure is proper? 
Contrary to applicant's allegation that the conductive layer 206 is not used as the gate structure, Fig. 2C clearly shows composite 
conductive layer 204/206 constitutes a gate structure and silicide layer 220 is a gate contact layer. Since claim 1 employs "comprising" 
format which does not exclude the inclusion of layer 204, the conductive layer 206, which is a portion of the composite gate structure 
204/206, reads on the claimed gate structure . . 
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
